Theres were no streamers or "tails" observed such as usually related 

to a meteor or a distress signal. Ma the atreraft arnprosehed the 
roximate position where the ball of fire wes observed a single white 
light wes seen on the water surface. However, this disenpesred within 

a few seconds after sighting becmse of tne existing cloud coverage. 

More lights were immediately observed on the water surface some 10 miles 
north of the plane's course, It is the ovinjom of the witnese (dspt 
Barnes) that these were from s surface vessel. Some 10 mirutes slapsed 
after these lishts were observed on the water surface when an sireraft 
wes sighted flying a recivrocel. course (240°) at abovt 1000 ft below
